Italians make considerably more 
fuss over their philatelic conven- 
tions and exhibits than we do 
in this country.

A Trip To Chicago 


A few days ago I made a trip to Chicago which I had been plan- 
ning for some time. This was strictly business with a couple definite 
rospects whom I had planned to see for some time with reference 
= some information concerning the Hawaiian Missionary stamps. I 
am glad to report that there are a lot of 
people who have been very tolerant of my 
efforts to learn about these stamps. To 
those who are unfamiliar with them let 
me just say that they were at one time 
about the biggest Philatelic sensation that 
ever hit the papers. The pity of the whole 
thing is that there was no effort made 
at the time to get the real facts. There 
was a sale of the stamps to a dealer who 
bought them because he believed them 
genuine, This dealer at that time was con- 
sidered an expert and should have known 
what he was doing. So much for the 
experts. When he showed the stamps in 
New York he was told they were fakes. 
When he bought the stamps he asked the 
party who sold them to keep quiet about 
the matter for he said that they might be 
cried down in New York because the boys 
would be jealous of his good fortune and 
that the stamps might be condemned. 
That is just what happened, but they had 
to have a court trial over them which

lasted over two weeks and which settled nothing for the whole trial 


was a farce in so far as the stamps were concerned. I feel certain 
that had the defendant had a proper presentation of his side and if 
they had exposed the questionable testimony about the stamps that 
they might have won the case and here we would have had a court 
trial decide whether stamps were or were not good. That would 
have been a very silly and ridiculous matter, for what judge would 
be capable of deciding such a point. The whole point about the 
matter is that the stamps are either good or they are not good, 
There are no honest Hawaiian Missionary stamps in existence for 
comparison, All known copies are repaired jobs with their faces 
lifted and no one knows just what they looked like when issued. 
It might still be possible by comparison of small parts of different 
stamps to come to some conclusion concerning these stamps but 
that would mean getting together the known stamps from big col- 
lections and making a thorough study of them from a printers point 
of view. The so called expert stamp men would be of little value 
in such an examination because they would not know how to look 
at these stamps. It is unlikely however that there will ever be a 
true picture of these issues because of the facts as stated. 

I have repeatedly said that my mind was open as regards these 
Grinnell stamps, but I would like to know the truth. There are 
many questions to be answered if these stamps are fakes. Some- 
one should have taken up the work immediately after the trial in 
Los Angeles and made a diligent effort to check them back to their 
source. That is what I am trying to do today and I am slowly getting 
facts that are of interest, but it is a long hard job and could get 
along a bit faster if anyone who has any information at all would 
contribute that information for the good of the hobby. There are 
many about the country who will lead you to believe that they 
know all about these stamps but these statements appear mislead- 
ing and untrue. Few have ever seen them, some think there were 
a hundred of them, others say even more, but all these people talk 
without a true knowledge of the facts. 

I have all of the stamps in my possession now except a few 
copies which were loaned out to Charles E. Severn and also to 
Edward F, Stern and a few copies to a Mr. Wood who was mixed 
up in the trial also a copy or two to other parties who offered to 
make comparisons with known collections. ; 

In all there were just 71 stamps. Of the 2c Type I, three unused 
and eight used. Type II, 4 unused and 11 used. Of the 5c Type I, 
2 unused and 6 used, Type II, 3 unused and 8 used. Of the 13c Type 
I, 4 unused and 10 used and of Type II, 3 unused and 9 used. Eight 
of the stamps have pieces torn out of them or are otherwise dam- 
aged. The stamps loaned to Mr. Severn are apparently lost as after 
his death the family reported that they could not locate the stamps. 
Are they in some big collection as genuine copies? The stamps 
Joaned Stern are we believe still in his hands. Three stamps given 
Wood were claimed to have been stolen and may be in some big 
collection today. Three other copies are in the hands of various 
parties to whom they were loaned for research, 

In order that there may be no more mystery about these stamps 
we have had made photographs of each stamp in actual size, all 71 
of them and have printed a list with each stamp numbered as Mr. 
Grinnell had numbered them for reference. The set of 71 photos 
are offered to those who are interested at $3.50 per set. A copy of the 
printed descriptive list goes with them but to anyone else wanting 
one of the lists we will gladly supply it free for a stamped addressed 
envelope. 

Now for our trip to Chicago. We went to meet Mr. Louis 
Flader who is head of the American Photoengravers Association. 
Mr. Flader should understand photoengraving far better than any 
ordinary stamp man. At the trial in Los Angeles, Mr. M. Galvez 
of Spain got away with the testimony that the stamps were produced 
wby photoengraving. Mr. Flader examined these stamps and made 
the statement that it was impossible for anyone to definitely say 
that the stamps had been printed from photoengraving or from stereo- 
types or from ordinary type set forms. So much for expert testi- 
mony but the Judge accepted it and that is that. 

On my trip I also spent several hours with a leading stamp 
expert, at least it is generally acknowledged that he is quite a 
brilliant man when it comes to studying stamps. This man put these 
stamps through four different kinds of lights and tests. He found 
that there were three or four different kinds of paper, that the blue 
ink was three or four different kinds, that the red ink of the can- 
cels was of a similar number of different kinds. That the typo- 
graphic part of the stamps was similar in each of the six varieties. 
This expert says, if the stamps are counterfeit the man who made 
them must have been a master, why would he hunt several dif- 
ferent kinds of paper, use several kinds of ink. Point is that these 
stamps could be a printing that was different than the one that the 
repair man has used for a pattern in making his other stamps. 

There is a question that is not yet solved and it should be found 
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out with satisfactory proof if these stamps are or are not genuine. 
The latest bit of matter that has come to me is a statement from 
an old time philatelist that he recollects that back in 1896, a man 
by the name of Spreckles, a sugar man, was considering the pur- 
chase of a lot of Hawaiian Missionary stamps in San Francisco. Are 
there any old timers who know anything about that matter or is 
there anyone who knows of any printed reference to such a mattep 
that may have been printed in the Philatelic Press of that period? 
This may be a lead that might be of value, yet I can not believe it 
could have been this lot of stamps for I do believe that these stamps 





were found by Mr. Grinnell as h 


e states. 


It is my object however to run down every bit of information 
that I can get hold of and that is my reason for making this inquiry.

as the Defense Imperfs. 

Max G. Johl, supplied some in- 
teresting facts in the third vol- 
ume of his monumental work, 
“U. S. Postage Stamps of the 20th 
Century.” He pointed out that 
formerly, by the flat plate pro- 
cess, Bureau presses used three 
people to turn out 1,600,000 
stamps per day. With the new 
high-speed rotary presses, one 
pressman using twin plates can 
turn out 3,000,000 Defense issue- 
sized stamps in the same time! 

The rotary presses in use at 
the Bureau wet the paper, print 
the stamps, and gum the roll 
which is speed-dried and rolled 
up again at the far end of the 
press. The machines are set to 
build up a finished roll contain- 
ing approximately 1,500 sheets at 
the end of the rotary press oper- 
ation. This is to make possible 
the greatest ease in handling in 
the last major operation—per- 
forating. 

On a rotary press perforating 
machine, the stamps first pass be- 
tween gum breaker bars which 
help keep the rotary press stamps 
from excessive curling. The roll 
or web passes up one side of a 
giant machine and down the oth- 
er . 

On the other side where the 
roll starts to feed into the ma- 
chine one operator adjusts the 
stamp flow so that the vertical 
center of the sheet is squarely 
on a guide located just ahead of 
some perforating wheels that 
punch the vertical perforations. 
On the other side of the machine, 
the horizental perforations are 
added and the operator there 
watches both the vertical and 
horizontal perforations, with con- 
trols to adjust the roll so that 
the holes are accurately spaced. 
What actually happened to pro- 
duce the errors, no one has ever 
stated. But it is pretty clear that 
teeth or pins in the perforation 
comb became turned or broke off 
completely. 

At least two and probably three 
of these high speed perforating 
machines were involved. The pins 
at either side of the huge wheel 
were affected most and it was 
on the starting side—the side 
where the vertical rows of per- 
forations were first added—that 
the breakdown occurred. 

Alvin W. Hall, director of the 
Bureau has never issued an of- 
ficial statement on exactly what 
happened. One philatelic writer 
theorized that the machines, 
which undoubtedly had been un- 
dergoing “heavy and continued” 
use, because of the increased war 
demands on the Bureau, proba- 
bly were “badly in need of re- 
pair and replacement” of some 
of the much worn parts. 
According to this writer,” when 
the pins in the perforating ma- 
chine wear, they shorten a trifle at 
the end and thus fail to properly 
punch through the paper. The 
pins also may become bent out 
of alignment, which again causes 
them to fail to punch properly 
through the paper.” 

Dealers and experts who have 
examined a major ‘share of the 
Defense errors incline to the opin- 
ion that on the machines where 
the horizontal imperforate—be- 
tween pairs occurred—that is, the 
pairs that were imperforate ver- 
tically—the pins actually broke 
out in large numbers. 

The errors occurred on one side 
of the sheet or the other—never 
between any other rows of stamps 
—and a single sheet of 100 sub- 
jects might indicate as many as 
85 or 90 missing perforating pins, 
from the absence of the holes. 
And odd anti-climax of the hori- 
zontal imperf pairs came about 
several months after the first er- 
rors were turned up, when a Tex- 
as dealer reported some Ic verti- 
cal pairs that were imperforate 
between. Only the lc value was 





CHAPTER V 


America had been at war three or four months when the De- 
fense Issue part-perf. errors occurred at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing in Washington and a little later slipped out into post 
offices and circulation. It was in late March or early April, 1942, 


high-speed equipment at the Bu- 


reau produced the celebrated boners. 
It wouldn’t have taken more than a couple of days—or three, 
at the most—to turn out the several thousand errors today known 





ever found in this condition and 
from a careful examination of 
many of these pairs and blocks, 
it would appear that the pins 
had NOT broken off but merely 
been bent over for a distance of 
one to four consecutive stamps. 
While the paper between these 
vertical imperf pairs is not ex- 
actly broken, there is evidence 
in nearly every pair of weight 
having been applied to the paper. 

Again, as has been pointed out, 
it required some further “co-op- 
eration” on the part of Bureau 
employees before the errors could 
get out to the post offices. In 
the ordinary, peace-time course 
of procedure, all stamps—adhes- 
lve or envelopes—that are found 
to be defective in any way, shape 
or form are promptly laid aside 
and eventually destroyed by the 
Bureau as scrap. 


Working under pressure, with 
many of the employes unused to 
the high standards, the inspec- 
tors passed the sheets as okay. 
They were then assembled be- 
tween pasteboard covers and 
Stapled into packages of 100 
sheets, These full sheets, made 
up of four panes of 100 stamps 
per pane, were then cut twice, at 
right angles through the center 
a Sent to post offices as need- 

One curious feature that held 
true through all the sheets was 
that usually one pane contained 
more than one imperforate pair 
or block although a number of 
Pairs adjacent to the true-imperf 
pair or block would show many 
skipped perforations. The history 
of other imperforate errors has 
been that either a complete sheet 
was entirely without holes or it 
would be perforated only in one 
direction—horizontally or verti- 
cally, 

There are a few exceptions in 
the Ic value to only the single 
pair or single block to a sheet. 
Norman Brock, Texas stamp deal- 
er, found a few Ic sheets at the 
San Antonio post office that had 
two blocks of errors in each sheet, 
with the blocks separated by a 
part-perf pair. Marvin Acton also 
reported some in Birmingham 
Ala. F 

In reviewing the Defense Er- 
rors, the noted philatelic writer, 
George B. Sloane, of New York, 
stated: “The Defense imperforate 
errors have proven popular with 
collectors because of the general- 
ly moderate prices at which they 
were obtainable, compared to 
similar errors in past issues which, 
ordinarily, seldom could be ac- 
quired for less than $100 and up- 
ward. The Defense imperforate 
errors are legitimate and bona- 
fide in every way, and will be 
remembered as illustrative of the 
exigencies of hurried, war-press-

AUSTRALIA has announced 
the release on October 31 of a 
new 7% pence postage stamp. 
On this date the 5 pence Merino 
Sheep stamp will be  with- 
drawn from sale. This is the first 
of the new values planned, due 
to changes in postal rates. 

GREAT BRITAIN E.A.F. These 
stamps, now obsolete, were nev- 
er very popular with collectors 
and the British post office de- 
partment came to the rescue of 
London dealers with large stocks 
of these overprints on hand, by 
authorizing their use for postage 
in Great Britain. 

This resulted in the use for 
postage of most of the stocks on 
hand. However these stamps in 
mint condition are now getting 
scarce and may eventually be 
good items. The actual numbers 
sold are quite small. 

The General Post Office has 
just released the figures which 
are as follows: 1d—160,091; 2d— 
204,321; 2%d—150,505; 3d—310,- 
111; 5d—178,410; 6d—132,386; 9d 
—157,081; 1/-—323,781; and 2/6 
—84,127. 

Thus there can only exist 84,- 
127 complete sets mint, less those 
that were used for postage. 

CROWN AGENTS. The Crown 
Agents have announced that they 
will publish the number of Bri- 
tish Colonial commemorative 
stamps sold in the future. This 
will have a beneficial result for 
collectors and may reduce specu- 
lation of these issues. 

GOLD COAST. Over 500 de- 
signs were submitted in the re- 
cent competition for designs for 
the contemplated new Constitu- 
tion series. All of these designs 
were found unsatisfactory and 
these stamps will not be issued. 

JAMAICA. Notwithstanding the 
failure of the Gold Coast com- 
petition, Jamaica has announced 
a similar competition for designs 
for a new definitive series of 
stamps. 

PAKISTAN. A large London 
dealer announces a new discov- 
ery in the 1R 1937 stamp. These 
stamps were overprinted in panes 
of 20 (5 x 4) and some sheets 
did not have the overprint on the 
lower row, and the overprint ap- 
peared at the top of the sheet. 

They got a mint vertical strip 
of four with the bottom stamp 
without overprint for 100 Pounds. 

ST. KITTS-NEVIS. All current 
stamps will soon be obsolete as 
a new series is being printed 
which will be inscribed “St. 
Christopher Nevis Anguilla.” 
There will be 12 values in this 
new series from 1c to $4.80. 

GREAT BRITAIN “OFFICES IN 
THE TURKISH EMPIRE. “These 
stamps of Great Britain are in 
most cases surcharged with the 
new value. In 1905 a series from 
14d to 1/- were surcharged “LE- 
VANT”. 

In 1916 a series of eight stamps 
were surcharged “Levant” (note 
difference). 

This was a special issue for 
use in Salonica and this set is 
very scarce. The Gibbons cata- 
logue prices these up to 25 Pounds 
with the double overprints up to 
120 Pounds. 

These overprints have been 
forged and there are many of 
these forgeries on the market.

Revealed are the quantities of 
the single commem and the two 
semipostals issued to mark the 
80th anniversary of the first Hun- 
garian stamps, Of the 60f there 
were two million and of the 1 
plus 1Ft.. and 2 plus 2Ft, there 
were 50,000 each, 

All three were combined in a 
souvenir sheet of which there 
were 15,000, for airmail. The 60f 
also appeared in a perf and im- 
perf souvenir sheet but in a li- 
lac color and a production of 
only 1200. 

The 80th anniversary stamps 
were only valid for postage be- 
tween October 6 to 15. 

A special cancellation was used 
for all the above stamps and 
sheets on the first day of issue.

SAMUEL LANGHORNE 
CLEMENS 


Humorist - Lecturer 


Born in Florida, Mo. in 1835— 
died in 1910. As a boy, he lived 
in Hannibal, Mo. by the Missis- 
sippi river;: later he became a 
journeyman printer, river-pilot, 
prospector in Nevada, newspaper 
reporter. He used the pseudonym 
MARK TWAIN (meaning two 
fathoms deep) in all his writings. 

He went to California in 1864, 
and the next year published his 
first great story—The Jumping 
Frog from Calveras County; he 
also was successful on the lecture 
platform out there. 

Next he took an excursion to 
the Mediterranean and the Holy 
Land, and gathered material for 
his—Innocents Abroad, published 
in 1869, 

At the height of his powers, 
during the next 20 years, he 
wrote: Roughing It—The Gilded 
Age—The Adventures of TOM 
SAWYER—A Tramp Abroad— 
The Stolen White Elephant—The 
Prince and the Pauper—The Ad- 
ventures of HUCKLEBERRY 
FINN—A Connecticut Yankee At 
King Arthur’s Court—and others. 

After these books, his later 
works show a decline; he became 
involved in the failure of his pub- 
lishing house in 1896, and again 
took to the lecture circuits to 
clear his obligations. And though 
he continued to write, his later 
books, as—What Is, Man?—and— 
The Mysteri ious Stranger —showed 
a vein of bitferness not in evi- 
dence in his earlier carefree writ- 
ings. 

Clemens was not the first man 
to use the pen-name “Mark 
Twain.” One Isaiah Sellers, also 
a Mississippi steamboat pilot, 
used that pseudonym regularly, 
to report news items upon his ar- 
rival in Louisiana, reporting to 
the New Orleans Daily Picayune.

Linn’s Weekly Stamp News and 
eagerly taken up by the “Triple 
A” and other interested groups. 

The safety slogan series was 
written by J. F. McGee of Oma- 
ha, Nebraska. 

Founding of the American Au- 
tomobile Association took place 
in 1902 when nine clubs then in 
existence resolved on a national 
organization.

Good roads, adequate motor ve- 
hicle laws, legal protection of the 
rights of motorists, watchfulness 
to spot the dissipation of state 
and national highway funds, con- 
tinuous traffic safety campaigns, 
and the establishment, direction 
and assistance of the school traf- 
fic patrols in most all communi- 
ties of the nation are some of its 
concerns, 

Lafayette whom the fifth an- 
nounced commem is to honor is 
well known to Americans of all 
ages. Lafayette is one of several 
foreign and important benefac- 
tors who came with aid in the 
struggle for American indepen- 
dence. 

Scion of a noble family his full 
name was Marie Jean Paul Yves 
Roch Gilbert du Motier, Marquis 
de Lafayette. 

Betsy Ross, the “flag maker” 
was born in Philadelphia in 1752, 
the daughter of Samuel Griscom 
who assisted in the erection of 
Independence Hall. In 1773 she 
married John Ross who died 
three years later. 

Following the decision of the 
Continental Congress in selecting 
the design for a flag (June 14, 
1777), a committee consisting of 
George Washington, Robert Mor- 
ris and George Ross (an uncle 
by marriage, and a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence) re- 
quested her to undertake the 
sewing of it. 

She accepted and made the 
suggestion of the use of the five- 
pointed star in place of the six- 
pointed. Mrs. Ross received a con- 
tract to make all government 
flags, her daughter Mrs. Clarissa 
Wilson continuing the work un- 
til 1857.

TYPE FACES 
(Continued from page 1)) 


I méntion Caslon. The type 
face he cut is a classical old 
style. I also mentioned Bodoni— 
he is the father of the modern 
face type. What is meant by the 
phases old style and new style? 

An old style type like Caslon. 
has very little contrast between 
its up and down strokes. A mod- 
ern style face like Bodoni has 
extreme contrast between the up 
and down strokes. 

(The head lines on this article 
are in Bodoni). 

There is also the serif family. 
What is a serif? A serif is a light 
line or stroke crossing or project- 
ing from the end of a main line 
or stroke in a letter which show 
serifs, as for example, “M. d, b, 
p. ¥, 3... 

A sans-serif type has no such 
projections or strokes. 

With the above as a rough 
guide let us now examine stamps 
and see what we can find. 

Australia offers a fairly fruit- 
ful field. If we look at the 5/- 
“Robe” stamp we find the word 
“Australia” in Bodoni type. Now 
take a look at the £1 denomina- 
tion showing King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth in Coronation 
Regalia. Here the word Australia 
is also in Bodoni, but is a very 
much wider letter than that used 
in the 10/- stamp. The type face 
used in the £1 is a Bodoni Bold 
expanded. 

Now we have a new term, “Ex- 
panded”, What is meant by it? It 
is a type face which has been 
spread out so that each letter will 
occupy more width than the 
standard pattern. 

The opposite to this is “Con- 
densed” with an example of a 
condensed being the 242d Ber- 
muda showing Grape Bay. 

Most Coronation issues are set 
in Bodoni Bold. The Basutoland 
series is set in Bodoni Bold ex- 
panded, the same applying to the 
Princesses Elizabeth and Margaret 
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Rose stamp released by Canada 
in 1939 in a 1c denomination. 

The North Borneo lc stamp 
showing Buffalo transport is also 
set in Bodoni Bold expanded. The 
same applies to the Somaliland 1 
Anna with a black-headed sheep 
in the design. 

There are several other stamps 
set in Bodoni, but let us turn 
our attention to the sans-serif 
families, 

Australia once again provides 
examples. The 1d stamp pictur- 
ing Queen Elizabeth and the 142d 
and 2d with the King’s portrait 
are all in sans-serif type. The 
same applies to the 6d Kookabur- 
ra and the 9d duck-billed Platy- 
pus. 

The Australian 2/- showing 
aboriginal art is set in a sans- 
serif condensed type, whereas the 
242d showing William James Far- 
rer is set in a completely differ- 
ent sans-serif type. 

The Bahamas ld King George 
VI stamp is set in a sans-serif 
lightface type. The type used here 
is thinner than the face discus- 
sed above. So we have a light 
face, a medium face and a bold 
face sans-serif type. The same ap- 
plies to Bodoni. ; 

The above rough outline is giv- 
en as a pointer on what to look 
for. One word of warning. In 
stamp printing a number of them 
at one stage of the production 
are photographed through screens 
which breaks the solid areas into 
tiny dots. 

In the photogravure process 
this has the result of transform- 
ing the outline of the letters from 
a smooth line to a staircase line, 
although this will only be gen- 
erally noticeable under a magni- 
fication. 

This has nothing to do with 
the type face chosen but is in- 
stead a result of the process used. 

Several different type faces 
have been used for United States 
stamps. See how many you can 





identify.
